In spite-of these common 
amenities, itisfrom Russia, and from Russia 
alone, that the first discordant note has been 
sounded. Pergonal ly the people of England 
have always taken a persouul interest in the 
Tsar; they remembered the noble work 
done by his father in elevating the millions 
_ of his Empire, aud this hereditary hold on 
their affections. was intensified by his mar- 
riage with the Princess Arce of Hesse, 
daughter of their own beloved Princess 
_Aice, who wore than any other of their 
Sovereign’s children had won the personal 


_ affection of her people. For the sake of 


these memories the people of England were 
willing to put into the background past 
differences, and even to assist Russia in her 
advances. Without arritre pensée England 
joined Russia in the delimitation of the 
_ Afghan boundary, and found her efforts 
thwarted by Ruasia’s discreditable affair to 
advance her lines at ‘Panjdeh. Refraining 
from proceeding to extremities, she was 
rewarded hy the occupation of Port Arthur; 
to which, atill in the face of promises evi- 
dently never intended to be: kept, England, 
in hope *of coming eventually into more 


- friendly relations, acceded. On the com- 


meucement of the recent troubles in China 
no continental country was so profuse 
in her expressions of disinterestedness as 
Russia ; yet all the while she was secretly 
plotting. with the arch-traitor Li Huxa- 
CHANG the acquisition for herself of Man- 
‘churia as her price of interference to uphold 
the Dowager Taz'a1 and her party. Now 
that affairs are coming to a head she is still 
carrying on the old misleading game, and 
under the cover of strange phrases invented 
for the occasion seeking to cover her ad- 
- vances, under the misuse of words to which 
she can attach any “iheaning she sees fit 

when the time comes for further action. 

The exception to which we have alluded 

above is characteristic. Though in no 

paps feo the world the Press is kept in 
ose tutelage as Russia, no country is 

more ready when a coup is to be tried than 
Russia to use the Press as a -ballon d'essai.

the more direct. None the less both :om- 
mercially and. politically she hes all the 
while been secretly, but steadily, trying to 
undermine the influence of her- oad neigh- 
ur Germany. At the commencement of 
the recent troubles in China she was even 
more’ si og in her vows to Germany that 
she sought no personal aggrandisement, but 
was interfering in the cause of civiligation. 
As soon as she had engaged both these 
Powers in a policy of self-denial, ‘her 
own conduct began ty tend in a very 
different direction. In 1860, under cover 
of helping China to resist-the demands of 
the Allies, she had procured the cession of 
the coast of Manchuria ; but ‘unfortunately 
Russia is afflicted with one of those uoruly 
appetites. that increase with indulgence. 
The morsel proved so sweet that she has 
since been ambitious of ‘renewing the game, 
and the opportunity offering in the unblush- 
ing venality of the Chinese minister, she 
has not scrupled to take.udvantage of it to 
the uttermost. Russia is in that: position in 
her growth’ that she has not learnt the 
necessity of caution. As, however, she has 
now come in contact with a higher civili- 
sation than her'own, and sooner or later 
must be compelled to yield to its restraints, 
it is perhaps.as well that the inevitable 
should) come now. At all events she 
has ao far truly. gauged the position 
as to recognise that England and Ger-: 
many must take cognizance of her 
capacity for encroachment. Conscience 
ever gives unconsciously a clue to inten- 
lions ; and as Russia would act herself, she 
conceives that others must act likewise. In 
the dread that England-and Germany are 
contemplating an attack on her, wo see 
merely a reflex of her own condition of 
mind towards those two Powers, which are 
perfectly friendly so long as Russia herself 
does not begin the trouble. This is the 
lesson. to be learnt. from the inspired ap- 
prehensions of the Russian Press. 


JAPAN AND THE FAR EASTERN

(Daily Press, 2nd April.) 
In the Times of the Ist March appenrs a 
letter from that journal's special correspon - 
dent ut Tokyo, which sets forth with admiia.

A LIQUOR STORAGE DISPUTE, 

The suit of Luiz Maria Jacques Alvarss vy. 
The Hongkong and Kowloon: Wharf and Go- 
down Co. was sot down for hearing. It was 
brought by the plaintiff, who is a merchant 
and commission agent, carrying on business at 
39, Queen's Road Central, under tho style or 
firm namo of L. M. Alvares & Co. On or about 
the 4th diy of September, 1899, tho firm re- 
ceived a consignment of brandy and anisette 
from Manila by the steamer Diamante, and 
stored the same with the defendant Company. 
Two days later, namely, on 6th September, the 
plaintiff inspected the goods in the godown,. 
and found them intact. Subsequent to that 
time tha defendant Company had failed to take 
proper cira of the goods, and on 19th Septem- 
ber the plaintiff received a letter from the 
defendants stating that the floor of one 
of their godowns had collapsad, and taat 125 
demijohns, part of the said consignment, 
had b2en damaged. Ha subsequently examin- 
ed tha consignment and found that a number 
had been totally destroyed, and that sx 
other d-mijolins, part of tha said consign- 
ment, were inju el ands grettly lossoned j in 
value that he (the plaintiff) declinod to take deli- 
very of the sim3., Two other demijohns, the 
plaintiff averred, were niissing. He therefore 
claimed 38,032.67 alleged damages sustained b7 
reason of the loss of and i injury ‘to the 133 demi- 
johns referred to. 

The defence was an admission that 133 domi- 
johns were stored with the defendant Company.- 
but that 125 only of them wero destroyed. It 
was denied that there were any missing, and 
that the only damage done to the demijohns 
not sn destroyed was that the seals were cracke |. 
The Company stated their willingness to pay 
for tha 125 damijohns so d-stroyed, and to pay 
to the plaintiff his losses in-respact of two other 
demijohns aznt by the Company to the Govern- - 
ment. analyst for analysis. ‘The defendants 
stated that the so-called brandy was not brandy 
at all, but was a mixtare of rocetified spirit de- 
rived from sugar, with sugar, water, aud 
the flavouring essence of rum added, and was 
not of a greater value than 813 per demijohn. 
They denied their liability to pay for the re- 
maining six demijohns. ‘They therefore pai-l 
into Court $1,916 83, being the value of 0:

THE LOSS OF THE “CITY OF RIO 
DE JANEIRO.” 


—--+-—— 

The particulars of the loss of the unfortunate 
mail steamer that have come tu hand this week 
go very far to show there were no valid reasons 
to blame Captain Ward, or the owners of the 
ship for having manned her with a Chinese 
crew. There had been a dense fog all night 
and on the morning of the accident, and a 
smooth sea, 80 that there were no breakers to 
give warning of hidden dangers, and the vessel 
was in charge of a pilot who had, no doubt, 
brought in hondreds of ships. The ship lny to 
until 4.30 a.m., and Quartermaster Lindstroam 
gave evidence that the lead had been carefully 
used while the ship was coming in, and that the 
soundings taken a moment before the ship 
struck showed a depth of water more than snf- 
ficient to float a vessel double the draught. 
Fog signals were given anl every possible 
precaution taken against accident. 

Under the circumstances it strikes one as 
particularly ungenerous that pilot Jordan, who 
was saved, should have endeavoured to throw 
the blame upon the captdin who made no at- 
tempt to save himself, but bravely went down 
with his ship. 

Jordan's story is to the effect that when the 
ship had entered the Heads the fogs enveloped 
her. He notified the captain that it was unsafe 
to proceed, but the latter ordered him to go 
ahead. The captain's order was obeyed, and 
therein the pilot confesses himself at fault, for 

‘from the moment he took the ship in hand his 
authority in all matters pertaining to her 
navigation was supreme, and he was responsible 
for her safety, and the lives of the people aboard 
her. 

That there should be some confusion when 
the ship strack is very natural, and that would 
have happened on any ship, no matter how well 
drilled tue crew might be, for the drill cannot 
extend to the passengers: 

In any case, the pilot was in command of the 
ship and we cannot believe that a” master of 
Capt. Ward's high standing and long experi- 
ence would have acted contrary to the pilot's 
orders. On the contrary it seems that the ship 
was navigated with all- possible care, and that 
the accident was duo to causes that human fore- 
sight cannot render inoperative, although each 
case may offer suggestions how life might have 
been saved, and such suggestions reflect no dis- 
credit upon any one, but are in the interest. of 
all concerned. 

And the most primitive idea is general] 
best adapted to ba ore a practice. Shen 
an idea is su ted oe fivating spar, an 
in many of tee cocdsee ships it has b-en adopt- 
ed, amongst other appliances for saving life, in 
the shape of life rafts which can be quickly 
detached.
